black but not veiled,; 
walked to a front pew leaning on 
the arm of her son, John. 
Pastor Asks Comfort 
The organ sounded the prelude 
from the new world symphony by 
Dvorak and then followed the in­ 
vocation by the Rev. Albert J. Pen- ■ 
ner. 
'A lm ighty God, W ho art our refuge 
and strength, a very present help 
in time of trouble, grant us Thy 
light to shine through the shadows 
of this hour. 
Comfort the hearts 
th a t are heavy with sorrow and 
have compassion upon our weakness.

In fact, “interest in sports at pub­ 
lic spectacles,” it says, 
“has al­ 
ready been equalled, if not sui- 
passed 
by the demand for more 
adequate playing facilities and their 
extensive use by the public.” 
The finding of these facilities, it 
• declares, is one of the problems 
facing the country. 
Tile report estimates that by the 
late 1920’s more than $10,000,000,000 
annually was being spent by the 
American 
public 
for 
recreation, 
nearly two-thirds of it for vacation 
travel and the use of automobiles 
and motor boats for pleasure. 
Depression Cals Expenditures 
While this figure probably has 
been lowered sharply by the depres­ 
sion. it says, there is reason to be­ 
lieve that expenditures will increase 
again as soon as business conditions 
improve. 
In spite of this huge sum, “there 
aie still large sections of our popu­ 
lation not adequately provided with 
wholesale leisure time facilities,” 
the report asserts. 
“On the whole, the field of recre­ 
ation as it has developed in recent 
years represents a distinct advance 
over traditional ways of spending 
leisure times,” declares Dr. J. F. 
Steiner, 
professor of sociology 
at 
the University of Washington, a 
contributor to the report. 
“The 
growing participation 
in 
athletic sports and games and tile 
popularity of outdoor life,” he writes, 
“ale assets from the point of view 
of health and social being. . . . 
Improvement Noted 
“The 
modern passive 
amuse­ 
ments, while by no means always 
I of high quality, are an improvement 
j over those prevailing a generation 
j ago. 
“The recreational devices now ex­ 
istent in .so many forms play an im­ 
portant part in giving relief from 
the monotony of daily toil and add­ 
ing to the enjoyment of life.” 
Some of Dr. Steiner’s findings re­ 
garding sports and other leisure 
time activities follow: 
COLLEGE

hardly be regarded as a passing fad 
which will soon give way to some­ 
thing else. Tile huge investments 
in stadia, which must be paid for 
in future years, make almost in­ 
evitable the continued approval of 
the game by college administrative 
authorities ”

types of recreation has discouraged 
thrift and increased the cost of liv­ 
ing,” Dr. Steiner saiys in comment­ 
ing on some of the problems of 
leisure time use.” 
Sees Danger In Desire To Win 
“The extraordinary desire to win 
games at all costs rather than to 
enjoy sport for sport’s sake,” he 
continues, “makes heavy demands 
upon energy and frequently turns 
play into work. 
“The great concentration of in­ 
terest in modem sports and amuse­ 
ment tends to force into the back­ 
ground, at least for large numbers 
of people, the leisure time activities 
of an intellectual and cultural na­ 
ture.” 
He indicates a need for more mu­ 
nicipal park space. The preserva­ 
tion 
of 
more 
wilderness 
areas, 
stricter enforcement of game laws, 
more effective efforts in developing 
game farms and fish hatcheries, the 
greater utilization of school build­
